Some day, somebody Is going to make a bis hit by 


establishing a national "rest and recreation week." 
fn which all kinds of propaganda to Induce the public 
to take up special fads will be barred. 


NEBRASKA'S FOLLY. 


On the first page of a recent Issue of the New York 


Times, the information Is bla«d forth under on* 
of the most prominent heading* in the paper that 
"Coolldge may spurn Nebraska aenators.". 


Thun seemingly I* aupplied confirmation for 
the 


worst fears of those voters In thli -«tat* who »*w 
in the election of R. B. Howell and the re-election 
of George XW. Norris a* menacing threat that Ne- 
braska would bo left without effective representation 
In the United States senate. 
The story appearing 


In the Times Is in part as follows: 


"Presidential displeasure, which has been visited 


upon Senator La Follette, may be extended to In- 
clude Senators Norris and Howell of Nebraska, ac- 
cording to republican leaders. 
"The visit of Representative McLa.ughUn of Ne- 


braska to the White House today, at the request 
of President CoolidBC. to discuss patronage In tliat 
state, was accepted by observers as the first step 
to recognize Mr. McLaushlin instead of the 
ttrft 
senators. 
There are several district attorneys and 


a marshal to be appointed in Nebraska. Both Sen- 
ators Norris and Howell voted against the confirma- 
tion of Charles B. Warren 'for attorney general. 


Many will be Inclined to shrug their shoulder* In 


dismissing this -news. 
Washington is many miles 


away trom Nebraska and . its possibly connection 
-ii-ith the continued progress and development of the 
state has* seldom been fully appreciated. 
Tet a 


situation such as Is revealed In. the Times' story is 
a double-edged s>Tord. It cuts both ways. . 


Nebraska's wants and desires and needs and 


necessities are not entirely negative. Messrs Morris 
and Howell have been very effective In a larje 
number of Instances in opposing that which a clear 
majority of the people of Nebraska did not want. 
For that they are entitled to commendation. . They 
have been equally ineffectual and Impotent'in secur- 
ing faVorable consideration of those measures In 
T/hich this state had a deep Interest. What shall it 
avail Nebraska ~if the largest contribution which its 
two senators can make is to oppose that legislation 
particularly desired by some other section" ut the 
country, which they construe to be inimical to the 
interests of this state? 


It is a matter of real concern when the rest of 


the nation conceive! Nebraska to be out of line 
with constructive thought and action in America, 
and It is most surely certain to gain this Impression 
from publicity of the character appearing In the 
Times. What shall capital, seeking investment, con- 
clude as to the desirability of entering Nebraska? 
What shall Industry, with eager eyes for new loca- 
tions, decide when It reaches the borders of this 
state? 
AVhat shall every man and every woman; 


" scaniiing the map of the United States In the search 


for a new home, think when their search carries 
them to the heart of the great agricultural region? 


Capital Is the offspring of the recognized principle 


of Individualism, which has made America what 
she Is. Industry Is "her hand-maiden. Neither will 
seek admission to a commonwealth whose chosen 
representatives In congress refuse to recognize the 
needs of their existence. Wisconsin has already paid 
*& heavy price for her mad folly in following- the 
fpotBtepn of the fiery, visionary LaFollette. 
Great 


industries have moved their establishments tp other 
states because the program which he espoused there 


, made It impossible for them to compete with those 


located across the line. North Dakota has had an 
equally disastrous experience. 
The political view 


i of Senators Norris and Howell, supposedly expressive 


of the crystallized sentiment in Nebraska, has ahfeady 
been a serious handicap to proper growth and de- 
velopment in Nebraska. 
Now It would appear that 


this state is to receive even more unfavorable adT 
vert! sing. 
' These are the larger aspects of the cases of Norris 
and Howell. 


Classification of Senator Howell with the 
senior 


Nebraska senator may mark the termination of the 
extremely successful career of the Omahan. whe 
has revealed extraordinary ability to carry water on 
both shoulders. 


Evidently the administration is not to be so 


easily misled as the electorate of this state. 


Mr. Howell has bee« a republican when it served 


his purposes, and he has spoken and voted as an 
independent when it suited 
his 
selfish 
Interests. 


Much of the condemnation heaped upon Senator 


t Norris should have also gone to Senator Howeli. 
But up until now he has escaped. 
This smoking 


out process to force Mr. Howell to say whether he 
is really for or against the recognized leaders of 
the party to which he professes allegiance will be 
well worth the watching 


Isn't It about time that the voters were' giving 


serious study to the problem of electing someone 
to the United States senate who can do more than 
merely oppose ? 


"WHY A MUSIC WEEK?"

ing week set aside as "music "week" 'has not been 
revealed, but whoever it was seems to have had a 
very poor oplniofi of the American people's taMe for 
the harmonic art. 
The idea, that it Is necessary to 


have a special week devoted to propaganda in favor 
of music. In order to got folks Interested in it and 
desirous oV hearing it. Is so much at variance wHh 
the actual fact that one can only wonder where it 
originated. 


Thrrp is no country 011 earth where music is moro 


jceneraUy appreciated, or where the proportion of In- 
dividuals who devote themselves to it is greater, 


Mhan here in the United States of America. Musical 


instruments are found in almost every home, and 
amateur singers and players ure lesion, 
y^huols or 


music flourish all over the land, attended by ambi- 
tious persons of both sexes tvho aspire to become pro- 
fessional muslcinns or at least to attain more than 
ordinary proflclency In their line. The public schools 
employ musical instructors so that even the rhlldron 
in the lower grades learn the tone scale and arc 
given the foundation for later training along that 
line. 


The country is full of frlce clubs, quartets, bands, 


orchestras, and other organizations, both profes- 
sional and amateur, that furnish a wide variety ot 
musical fare to suit the different tastes of differeni 
people- 
Kvery theater and Moving picture houn<- 


provldes musfr for the pleasure of its patronn, an< 
many hotels and cafes do tlie same. Open air bam* 
concert,<» In the smaller cities and villasc* umialh 
draw a 1ar«e *t!rn<1ancc, not only of thf- townspeopl, 


' but also those from the rural terrttorv «un oundlnc 


. A now factor which ha^ helped trreatly to pop- 
ularize miir-ic t# a greater degree than ever before. 


MR. COWGfLL'S CAMPAIGN. 


The campaign conducted by Commissioner Cowgill 


for re-election furnishes an excellent clone up of the 
man himself. 
Mr. Cowgltl was assigned to the de- 


partment of streets. His clalma for re-election are 
not established upon th« record of administration of 
the affairs of the street department, however, but 
constitute a frantic appeal to keep him *n office to 
save the municipal gas station^ and the municipal 
coal yard from destruction. 


Mr. Cowgill Is tar too intelligent a man to place 


credence in the bunk which Is being peddled in 
support - of him candidacy. 
If he Isn't, then he Is; 


grossly Incompetent to fill the office to which he 
aspires. No candidate seeking a place on the city 
commission would presume to set aside the clearly- 
expressed wishes of the voters of Lincoln, who. at 
a popular ballot, gave the gasoline proposal their 
approval. Xo one Is seeking to destroy the municipal 
coal yard. Any one of the ten men In the race will 
administer these activities. 
They can do no more 


than that; they can do no less. 


When It comes to the matter of properly looking 


after the streets of a growing city, Mr. Cowglll's 
record may furniah an explanation of why he is 
seeking to Inject an issue which does not exist. 
With *more money at his disposal than any commis- 
sioner, who has headed, the department of streets, 
excepting a single year of^ the Bryan regime, he has 
less of constructive achievement to show. 
In 1923, 


Commissioner Cowgill had $90.900 to spend, the largest 
amount ever allotted to the department, and $62,900 
for 
the • aole purpose 
of 
cleaning, grading 
and 


dragging. 
The following year he had $67,530 for 


street cleaning, grading and dragging. In 1920 there 


s but $50,000 for this purpose and again In 1922 


a- similar amount. 
In 1921 the total appropriation 


was lumped. 


In spite of larger funds, Mr. Cowgill has miserably 


failed to keep the streets of Lincoln clean. 
The 


Importance of clean streets cannot be overlooked. 
They develop civic " pride and favbrably impress 
visitors. 


It Is not strange tha,f Commissioner Cowgill is 


•llent on street matters. Recollection of the condi- 
tion of the downtown section early .this spring would 
not materially help his candidacy. 


A CLUB HOUSE FOR WOMEN 


The last census showed that there were 700,000 


women earning Incomes in New York City and it 
Is estimated that the number at the-present time is 
easily a million. How and where these women shall 
live la and has been one of the great problems of 
ths metropolis. 
Of 
course 
-> many of them 
have 


family homes and great numbers do not make siif- 
flctent to live otherwise than In such homes, for the 
total mentioned includes factory workers and all 
others. 


There, are, however, thousands of business and 


professional women In the city and very many of 
these are members of-the ^American Woman's asso- 
ciation, which U at present engaged in furthering a 
project which has for its purpose the erection of a 
clubhouse which Is to -become the home for many 
hundreds of women of this class. Many of the most 
prominent women in New York are leading- the cam- 
paign for the disposal of the stock and the success 
of the plan Is assured. 


The club house, which Is to be nineteen stories 


high, Is to be erected on Twenty-third street west of 
Seventh avenue and is to contain one thousand bed- 
rooms for members. 
It Is considered by far the 


greatest project of Its kind ever undertaken. In fact 
it Is aaid to be the only one of Its kind, for It !s 
not to be a hotel, nor on the other hand supervised 
lodgings for working girls. 


The creation is. to be a club home of the highest 


class, with 
outdoor garden court, 
dining room, 


swimming- pool and all other needed things. 
It is 


stated that the membership already contains the 
names of many noted musicians, actresses, artists 
and professional and business women of every line, 
who cee in-the construction of such a clubhouse the 
tolutlon of one of the greatest problems that has 
confronted them. 


It is "predicted that the erection of this building 


will soon be foMowed by that of other ones within 


hort time. 


RECLAMATION AND REFORSTATION. 


Senator McNary of Oregon has another reclama- 


tion scheme, which he proposes to spring at the 
next session of congress. The western senator has 
announced that he Intends proposing the creation 
of a revolving '"«<* of a. half billion dollars, the 
money to be used for reclaiming almost everything 
ying out of doors and not at present available for 
agricultural purposes. 
Swamp and lake regions are 


to be drained, water turned on all the arid lands from 
ocean to ocean, stumps pulled from all cut-overlands, 
ind the worn-out soil of New England restored. The 
mmediate cost of these projects Is to be paid from 
the revolving" fund, which Is to be reimbursed from 
:he sale of bonds Issued against the tracts reclaimed. 


The great trouble with Senator McNary's scheme 


s that It presupposes a need for agricultural lands 
which does not at present apparently exist and will 
not, at least for a number of "years to come. Instead 
of pulling the stumps from cut-over land it would 
appear to be part of wisdom to reforest these lands. 


very great portion of which will never be of 


value for anything save the growing of forests. 
And trees are right now the crop of which American 
people are more In need of than any other. 


The American forest service is without doubt doin« 


a good work, such as it Is, but most people who in- 
vestigate the matter are surprised at the Insignificant 
portion of the money expended by it goes for re- 
'orestatlon. Japan does more in this line than does 
this country and while our forest lands are being 
denuded the price o,f lumber continues to mount tor 
.he reason that the sourer of supply Is constantly 
being further removed from the market. 


What Is most greatly needed at tilts' time 
IK not 


niore agricultural land, but a greater return for^hoao 
\ho at present till the so.l of the countrj—and mort' 
rees. True, there are plenty of trees in t.ic world, 
but they are too far away. 
Cut-overf government 


lands must be replanted and the work must be done 
with the grea test possible dispatch: and private 
owrters must be encouraged In every way to plant 
Tees- 


Reforestation is of far more Importance than rcc- 


amation just at this time.

«ox usually occurs before the 
age 


of twenty-five, -and is quite rare 
after the agre of thirty-five. It de- 
velops upon a marked 
hereditary 
basis and thus tonds to "run" 
in 
families. 


Tallowing any acute 
infection, 
fright, or head injury 
the symp- 


toms of 
dementia 
praecox 
may 


manifest themselves. 
Atanv times 


the condition develops without the 
evidence of any cause. 


The 
prominent 
symptoms that 


lead physicians to make a diagnosis 
of dementia *praecox, are a sudden 
fallur^ of voluntary attention. The 
patient seems unable to 
concen- 
trate his mind In any activities that 
are being: carried on In the external 
world, 
Tlfe memory falls due to 
the lack of attention. 


Dementia praecox always 
pro-^ 


duces emotionalism.. The patient 
cries, is extremely dramatic, or is 
in a continuous state of happiness 
and well being. Hallucinations of 
sight are^comnion. The patient can 
see mast extrordinary things that 
are in clear cut reality to him. 


Many times explosive fits of an- 


ger and sudden peculiaa actions are 
noted. Sleep is disturbed and out- 
cries Jn the night are not uncom- 
mon. 
* 


Another type of the disease pre- 


sents symptoms that are gradual in 
onset. 
These patients laugh and 


smile in a foolish and idiotic man- 
ner. Their 
minds are 
apparently 


blank and 
they 
will answer no 
questions that are asked but will 
smile and gigrgle in a comical man- 
ner. 
They will mimic actions and 


words heard by them without 
the 


slightest conception as to meaning. 


Another type shows the 
symp- 


toms of mutism. Tlie patients are 
especially 
impulsive 
in their ac- 


tions and have suicidal tendencies 
at all times. Many times extrava^ 
grant and ' fantastic 
hallucinations 


accompanying this type of the dis- 
ease.

the 
condition 
of 
dementia 


praecox were 
diagnosed in 
Its 


earlier stapes many of the liiHeous 
crimes that are so frequently com- 
mitted would be eliminated 
be- 
cause these suspects could be iso- 
lated and observed until a positiv 
diagnosis had been made. 
Patients 
.with 
this 
condition 


never get well. 
Their 
symptoms 


are progressive and {hey eventually 
die, i due to some act of violence, or 
from natural causes. 
A cure 
is 


impossible although i emissions are 
not common. 


The treatment is 
isolation and 
.care of such symptoms that arise 
during the fatal course.

Where Are You On Earth?

'"How can I find my latitude 
and longitude, day and night, 
and how nnd. true north?" 
This,, as a friendly reader re- 
marks. Is one 
of the 
question 


which bring back haunting: mem- 
ories of school day§, and of things 
that were one half comprehended 
and then dropped. 


It may be better to answer the 
"last part of the question first. Ev- 
erybody knows that at night one 
can find north by the "north star," 
or ."pole star," which happens to 
be almost straight above the north 
pole of the earth. 
* 


To get "true north" by the pole 
star, however, you must allow for 
the fact that the star is a little ov- 
er one degree from the true pole, 
around which it travels once every 
twenty-four hours. The "Nautical 
Almanac" gives'the dates and hours 
when the pole star is either 'di- 
rectly over or directly under the 
pole, and at such times, of course 
the star's direction is true north. 


By day you c*an find the north 


and south line by observations on

the sun. Our sketch shows a sim- 
ple method. Set a perfectly straight 
pin perfectly upright in a smooth 
flat board, which must be firmly 
fixed and placed* accurately hor- 
izontal with a, spirit level. Around 
the nin dram- several semi-circles 
as shown. 


Beginning in the forenoon, notice 


where the shadow of the head of 
the pin cast by the sun, touches 
the outermost circle, and mark the 
spot. You may similarly mark the 
places where the shadow, as It 
shortetis, touches the smaller cir- 
cles. 


It will be shorte&t at noon, and 


during 
the 
afternoon 
will - be 


lengthened again. Mark the places 
where It touches the same circles 
in the afternoon. Then draw line, 
as from "a" to "b" in the sketch, 
and through the center of this line 
draw another line from the base of 
the pin. This last line will indicate 
true north and south, or the "mer- 
idian." 


t or finding latitude and longi- 


tude you need tw\> simple instru- 
ments, viz: a true-running watch 
for longitude, and an angle-meas- 
urer, such as a sextant, for lat- 
tude. Set your watch to the time 
of some prime meridian (that of 
Greenwich is used generally all over 
the world, for convenience), and 
keep it running on that time, no 
matter xvhere you go. 


Then the difference between the 


time indicated by your watch and 
the local time of the place where 
you are will tell you how fat that 
place Is in longitude from the prime 
meridian. 
If the local time says 


noon when the watch says three 
P- m.. the place must be 4a degrees 
west of the meridian whose time 
you are carrying. 
Every degree 


equals four minutes of time, so that 
lo degrees equal one hour. As the 
sun appears to move from East to 
west it rises sooner at a place in 
the East than at a place in the 
\\ est. There is the whole secret of 
longitude. 


For finding 
latitude which is 


measured In degrees, either North 
or South, beginning at the equator, 
you can again have recourse either 
to the pole star or to the sun, the 
eigvollon of which above the hori- 
zon, or their distance from the ze- 
nith (point overhead), gives a clue 
to the latitude. Thus, the elevntlon 
of'the pole is eo«al In degrees of 
the. latitude of tffe observer. 


Again you must make allowance 


for^the fact that the north star Is 
not exactly at the pole, but this is 
easily done with the aid of the 
Nautical Almanac or of a little 
knowledge of the starry heavens. 


The elevation (altitude) of the sun 
•n the meridian,, substracted from 
ninety degreest sues the latitude 
directly, but only when the sun is 
on the equator. If it is north or 
south of the equator calculations 
i little too complicated to be brief- 
ly stated here are required. 
For 
a beginner it is better to depend 
upon the pole star- method.

Tea as a Beverage 


Tea first became known in China nearly
